As you will recall, in your appearance before the Subcommittee on 
Health and Scientific Research on September 21, 1977, you were asked 
what efforts were being made to locate the subjects of CIA sponsored 
human experimentation in order that there might be follow up medical 
examinations to determine whether any adverse effects may have 
resulted from the testing. You replied that your agency had 

turned this matter over to the Attorney General, who had in turn 
turned it over to the F.B.I. You indicated that you had been advised 
by the Attorney General that the F.B.I. was working on it but had not 
yet located any of these persons. 


I would appreciate it if you would advise me of the results of that 
inquiry and the current status of the follow #fp action.

But, we are available to give them everything that we have given you 
on an unclassified basis that they want. 

What about efforts to locate subjects of previ- 
ous research proiects for medical check-ups or follow-ups, or informing 
unwitting subjects that something might have happened to them dur- 
ing the testing program? What is the policy of the agency, and where 
are we in that regard? i 
Admiral TurNeR. We are doing everything we can there. But, of 
course, I am being very careful to keep the agency out of investigating 
and searching for American citizens inside the United States. We have 
turned that over to the Attorney General who has turned it over to the
